'Tis alſo with the utmoſt Deteſtation 
and Abhorrence, we muſt exclaim againſt 
the Principles and Practices of a Set of 
Men among us, who, notwithſtanding 
their Pretences to Loyalty, are obſtinatel 
bent againſt whatſoever your Majeſty ſhall 
fay or do; who will neither rely upon 
your Royal Word, repoſe any Confidence 
in your Promifes, nor truſt your Majeſty 
with* your oh Prerogative , withoat 
Advice. | | 


Theſe indeed, are Principles and Pra- 
Qtices of ſo deep a Dye, fo Infectious in 
their Nature, and ſo pernicious in their 
Conſequences, ſo detrimental to Govern- 
ment in general, and all the Laws and 
Rules of Society in particular, that it is 
but high Titne to put an effectual * to

their Increaſe, which if not ſeaſonably 
prevented, may be the utter Ruin of your 
Majeſty and Kingdoms. 

Has ever any Prince ſtuck firmer to her 
Alliances than your Majeſty has done, 
or acted more for the Welfare and Profpe- 
rity of her People, and has ever any Prince 
receiv*d ſuch returns of Baſeneſs and In- 

ratitude? Has ever any Prince been ſo 
nſulted by Foreigners and Domeſticks, 
by Princes and Republicks, by her own 
Subjects of the higheſt Rank and Quality, 
and Mechanicks of the meaneſt Birth and 
meaneſt Education, by Letters and Me- 
morials, by Articles and Addreſſes, in 
Publick, in Private, even in her own 
Cloſet and Retirement? Has not your 
Majeſty's Title been more than once de- 
ny'd , your Prerogative diſputed before 
your Face, and has not the exerting ot 
that Prerogative been declared an Arbi- 
_y Proceeding ? 

| hat is it the Faction aim at? 
Whither would they run? Did they not 
Adviſe a War without Reaſon, carry it 
on by Fraud and Cozenage, and wou'd 
they ſtill Sacrifice the Nation for the love 
of Gain, and Cheat us on without Mercy? 
Cannot they be contented without they 
Vote the War to be Eternal, and make 
g A 3 us 
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us 'Miferable without End? Have they 
not made themſelves Rich, by Impove- 
' riſhing the Publick, and will their Ava- 
rice extend further ? Cannot they be con- 
rented to fit {till in their own Robberies ? 
Cannot they be ſatisfied with the Wealth, 
the Grandeur, they poſſeſs, the gilded 
Chariots and the gaudy Liveries that 
Triumph over the Poverty of thoſe that 
they have Cheated ? Good God! Can Poſte- 
rity believe that there was ever any Sort of 
People upon Earth, fo loſt to every Thing 
that is Good and Honourable, to all the 
Duties they owe their Religion, their 
Sovereign, or their Native Country, 
who would involve them All into 
the moſt Unheard of Calamities, for the 
Aggrandizing of a Mercenary Family, or 
an Inpotent Ally ? Poſterity, we ſay, 
will ſcarce Believe any Thing ſo Baſe 
of us, or, if they do, they'll Curſe the 
Stain of Infamy and Reproach that they 
Inherit ; they'll Abjure their Fathers who 
Begot them, and Account it an Honour 
to be thought Baſtards. 


Were the Faction but againſt the Peace 
becauſe they thought it diſhonourable, be- 
cauſe they thought it diſadvantagious, they 


would deſerve, perhaps, to he * 5 
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they would deſer ve to be thought to blun- 
der into the Right, and to be Honeſt only 
y:; Miſtake. But they know it is impoſſi- 


on, and for that very -Reaſon they deſire 
dem. They know very well what inſupe- 
rable Difficulties attend their Schemes, un- 
leſs they have the Commantl of Providence 
at Will; they know that the Nation muſt 
be ruin'd by the Continuance of the War, 
and that Tyranny it ſelf cannot be more 
inſupportable than the Taxes, and yet for 
all this, the War muſt be continu'd-- - 
We appeal to the Conſcience of any one, to 
the common Senſe and Reaſon of Man- 
kind, if a Peace, at this Time, can be be- 


liev'd unneceſſary, or, that which they 


know nothing of, diſhonourable. No, 'tis 
not the Peace they ſo much exclaim at, or 
deſpiſe, but 'tis their own Villanies and 
Miſmanagements they ate afraid of; 'tis 
their Cheats and Impoſtures, their Forge- 
ries and Crimes, of the moſt flagrant Na- 
ture, that will call for Juſtice; that will 


ſtir up your faithful Commons to Impeach, 
your Peers to condemn, and your Majeſty 


to puniſh. Has ever any Nation in the 
World been-plundei'd to that Degree by 
its Foreign Enemies, as Outs, by its own 
Natives? How _ Millions have been 
n 4 ex- 


e to obtain the Terms, chat they inſiſt 
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expended to no Purpoſe, how many more 
miſappl 3 and embezzled? What 


a Number of Beggars brought in upon us 
at a Time of Dearth and Scarcity, to the 
Ruine of our Liberty, and the Overturn- 
ing of our Conſtitution? | 


Theſe are Miſdemeanours, May it pleaſe 
your Majeſty, too long, too ſcandalous, 
too notorious for us to mention, or your 
Clemency to forgive; ſuch as Words will 
never be able to expreſs, or thought to 
comprehend ; ſuch as, before this, were 
never heard of, and Poſterity will never 
paralell. It may be Mercy, perhaps, to 
grant an Highway-Man his Pardon ; but 
tis but Juſtice to deliver 'a Plunderer of 
the Public, an univerſal Robber of his 
Country, to the ſevereſt Puniſhment. 


We are oblig*d to, we thank our Gl for 
his Vigories and Triumphs, for the Sieges 
he has undertaken, and the Hardſþips he 
has underwent, and we have paid him 
largely without Perquiſites : And muſt not 
that Man be call'd to Account, who has 
been, perhaps, once fortunate ? Muſt he 


be ſcreend from Juſtice, for the Sake of 
one good Attion? Muſt he, that by 
Chance has been ſerviceable to his Coun- 

iy, 
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try, be free from Guilt, when he ſtrives 
to ruin it on Purpoſe ? Or ſhall the 
Embezzlement 'of Millions be bought off 


by a B. or a R— a by a Bat- 
tle won, or an Opportunity that has been 
loſt, by gaining a Frontier for an Ally, and 
doing nothing for our ſelves ? Shall a Pa- 
lace, exceeding any of your Majeſty's, be 
Built out of the Spoils of the Common- 
wealth? Shall Ingratitude and Ill-Lan- 
guage to the Beſt of Princes, the Prolon- 
gation of a War, or the Stifling an Ad- 
vantagious Peace, be paſt over, unobſerv'd? 
Shall ſuch Things as theſe be took no 
Notice off under ſo juſt a Government? 
Shall they not Diſgorge, ſhall they not 
Refund their Pillage, or be accountable 
with their H--ds?

Trade: In ſhort, when our Nation 
ſhall become Rich, and your People 
Happy- 


But if it pleaſe GOD, we cannot 
obtain ſuch Terms as theſe, ſuch as are re- 

uiſite for our Security, may we continue 
the War with Vigour and Alacrity, but 
with a Prudent Management of our Trea- 
ſure ; may our Quota, if your Maje 
thinks fir, be . but not Superi- 
our to our Neighbours, and our Ex- 
pences proportionable to the Advantages 
that we are likely to acquire. 


But whether Peace or War be our 
Lot, we entirely reſign our ſelves to the 
Will and Pleaſure of your Majeſty, -
